POSTAL RATE 

Editor, Bulletin; It is too bad 
| that Canadian postal rates were not 
|reduced, for we suffer grievously 
in comparison with rates paid in 
the U.S.A. 


A glance at the U.S. postal guide 
shows that over there letters are 
three cents per ounce and two 
cents for local delivery, Letters 
for rural routes are two cents and 
where no carrier delivery, they 
are one cent. Postal cards are 
One cent and business reply cards, 
two cents. Short postage is not 
doubled, as here, but charged one 
rate. Parcel post is cheaper. A 
ten pound parcel there may go 
300 miles for 27 cents, 

Charges are more scientific, be- 
ing based on the distance travelled, 
with the weight going to 70 pounds. 
Special delivery is not only given 
to letter matter, but to parcels 
paid at parce] post rates with de- 
livery daily (Sunday included) 
from 7 a.m. to 11 p.m. The deposit 
for post-office lock box keys is 
only 20 cents. Letter carrier de- 
livery is given to any community 
having a population of 1,500 with a 
postal revenue of $5,000. Money 
order fees are also much cheaper. 

If, as alleged, the Canadian post- 
office department has a surplus of 
$11,000,000, there is not much ex-
